Washington, Dec. 8.—For the first 
time w ithin the memory of old officials 
the secretary of state has made a regu­ 
lar report to the rresident for trans­ 
mission to congress, like tha report« of 
other officers of the cabinet. The re­ 
port was laid before congress yesterday 
as an appendix to the president’s mas­ 
sage. It treats ot many details of our 
relations daring tho past year with 
foreign governments that either were 
not touched upon at all ia the message, 
or were more briefly treated. Under 
the hoad of 8pain. .Secretary Olney has 
much to say in reference to Cuba. 
The 
secretary’s estimate of the present situa­ 
tion is disclosed in the following para­ 
graphs made after a preliminary state­ 
ment of the destruction of the indus­ 
trial resource« of Cuba: 
“From whatever point of view we re» 
gard the matter it is impossible not to 
discern that a etate of thiugs exist* at 
our doors alike dangerous to good rela­ 
tions, destructive of legitimate com­ 
merce, fatal to the internal resource« of 
Cuba and most vexatious and trying be* 
cause entailing upon this government 
excessive burdens iu it* domestic ad­ 
ministration and in its outward rela­ 
tions. 
"This situation cannot indefinitely 
continue without growing still worse, 
and that time mav not be far distant 
when the United States must seriously 
consider whether its right« and interest«, 
as well as its international duties,in view 
of its peculiar relations to the island, do 
not call for some decided change in the 
policy hitherto pursued.”

But the upper branch of 
congress never puts aside its dignity, 
and the meeting developed no demon­ 
stration« of dramatic Incidents. 
The reading of the president’s mes­ 
sage was the feature of the proceedings, 
and beyond this, no attempt was made 
to enter upon the business of the ses­ 
sion. To many of the foreign repre­ 
sentatives occupying 
the diplomatic 
gallery the message had special inter­ 
est and significance owing to the part 
they had taken in the conspicuous 
foreign events to which the president 
referred. 
Sir Julian Pauncefoie, tho British 
Ambassador, and the new Turkish min­ 
ister, Monstapha Bey 
were present. 
Senor Depuy de Lome, the Spanish 
minister, was not in attendance during 
the day, but two of the secretaries of tho 
Spanish legation causally noted the 
references to the On ban conflict. Min­ 
ister Hutch of Hawaii, and Mr. Cooper, 
the Hawaiian minister of foreign af­ 
fair«, were listeners, although the mess­

contained no 
reference to the 
Hawaiian islands. 
On the floor of the senate printed 
copies of the message were distributed 
and these gave the senators opportunity

Three H ainan Lives Go Out Like a Flash 
and Sixteen Other Persons are Serious­ 
ly Injured—One Train Contained R a il­ 
road Officials Inspecting the Road—List 
of the Dend and In u red . 


Cincinnati, Deo. 8. — A horrible 
wreck occurred here yesterday, near 
Storr station, on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern, in which three persons 
were killed and 16 injured. 
The trains 
in collision wero No. 22, an accommoda­ 
tion, coming In from Cochran, Ind., 
and a special made np of a passenger 
coach and two private cars. 
The spe­ 
cial was carrying all the general officers 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Southwest­ 
ern, except General Manager Peabody 
and President Bacon, who were starting 
out to make a thorough inspection of 
the road. 
The engineer and conductor of the 
special had orders to follow 16 minutes 
behind a preceding regular train, and to 
keep out of the way of train No. 22, 
which had the right-of-way.

The announcement is made for the first 
time officially that our government has 
proffered its good offices to Spain to 
bring about a peaceful settlem ent of 
the trouble by offering in case Spain 
should grant auntonomy to Cuba undsr 
certain conditions to provide some kind 
of a guarantee that the conditions would 
be observed by the residents of the 
island. 
There is a direct warning to 


Spain in this sentence: 
"When the inability of Spain to deal 
successfully with the insurrection has 
become manifest, and it is dem onstrat­ 
ed that her sovereignty is extinct in 
Cuba for all purposes of its rightful ex­ 
istence, and when a hopeless struggle 
for its reestablishment has degenerated 
into a strife which means nothing more 
than the useless sacrifice of human 
life and the utter destruction of the 
yery subject matter of the conflict a 
situation will be presented in which 
our obligations to the sovereignty of 
Spain will be superseded by higher 
obligations, which we can hardly hesi­ 
tate to recognize and 'discharge. 
Unless the termination of the war 
comes speedily the intervention of this 
government may be expected, but our 


course of action muBt "depend upon 
the 
precise conditions then 
exist­ 


ing. 
Since Lord Salisbury got the "scoop” 
on him in announcing the settlement 
of the Venezuelan dispute Mr. Cleve- 
; land dismisses the subject with great 
brevity, yet not without reaffirming our 
belief in the Monroe doctrine. 
The 
significant sentence is concerning the 
arbitration treaty with Great Britain in 
hich he says: 
Negotiations for a treaty of general 
arbitration for all differences between 
Great Britain and the United States are 
far advanced, and promise to reach a 
succesful consummation at an early 
data 
There is somewhat a surprise in the 
carefully worded defense of the Wilson 
bill, a measure which only recently he 
vigorously denounced as a measure of 
perfidy and dishouor. 
He urges that 
the Wilson bill will provide sufficient 
revenue if let alone, but fails to note 
the pertinent fact that although the 
bill has been in operation more than 
two years there is still a deficit to report 
at the close of every month and that 
the Wilson bill itself is in large measure 
responsible for this deficit. 
No law 
which closes American factories throw 
ing American laborers out of employ­ 
ment can be a success even as a revenue 
measure for it cuts off just to that ex­ 
tent 
the purchasing power of the 
American 
people, 
curtailing 
their 
ability to supply even the necessaries of 
life. 
His labored argument on this 
point is all on the supposition that the 
revenues from the Wilson tariff are 
paying the expenses of the government 
His argument concerning the surplus 
seems puerile when we consider that 
during this administration bonds have 
been 
issued and $36,000,000 
more 
money has been borrowed than there 
is now surplus and gold reserve in the 
treasury. The idea that the govern 
ment continue with a revenue law that 
fails to meet the expenditures of the 
government and that this deficit must 
be made up by renewed borrowing 
money does not appeal very strongly to 
the 
common sense of the average 


American. 
The President urges the withd rawal 
of the greenbacks from circulation and 
his discussion of the financial condition 
of the country will be read with interest 
in the light of the recent campaign. 
Other parts of the message will be 
read with interest because the people 
have been discussing with lively concern 
the subjects touched by the president 
and in spite of his accustomed effort to 
befog his statements beneath a mass of 


verbiage.

This reference to the condition and

the inevitable danger of their continued 
toleration pointed out. 
W ithout now 
epeating these details I cannot refrain 
from again earnestly

THE PRESIDENT S MESSAGE. 


All expectation* of a startling m es­ 
sage from President Cleveland have 
come to naught. 
It is largely a sum 
mary of affairs in the various depart­ 


ments with very little offered in the 
way of recommendations. 
The chief interest centres in the 


part of the message referring to Cuba. 
The announcem ent is made for the first 


time officially that our governm ent has 


proffered its good offices to Spain to 
bring about 
a peaceful settlem en t of 


the trouble by offering in case Spain 


should grant auntonomy to Cuba under 


certain conditions to provide some kind 
of a guarantee that the conditions would 


be observed by the residents of the 


island. 
There is a direct warning to 


Spain in this sentence: 
'When the inability of Spain to deal 
successfully with the insurrection has 
become manifest, and it is dem onstrat­ 
ed that her sovereignty is extinct in 
Cuba for all purposes of its rightful ex­ 
istence, and when a hopeless struggle 
for its reestablishment has degenerated 
into a strife which means nothing more 
than the useless sacrifice of human 
life and the utter destruction of the 
Very subject m atter of the conflict a 
situation will be presented in which 
our obligations to the sovereignty of 
Spain will be superseded by higher 
obligations, which we can hardly hesi­ 
tate to recognize and ^discharge. 
Unless the term ination of the war 


comes speedily the intervention of this 


government may be expected, but our 


course of action m ust "depend upon 


the 
precise conditions then 
exist­ 


ing. 
Since Lord Salisbury got the "scoop” 


on him in announcing the settlem ent 


of the Venezuelan dispute Mr. Cleve­ 
land dismisses the subject with great 
brevity, yet not without reaffirming our 


belief in the Monroe doctrine. 
The 


significant sentence is concerning the 
arbitration treaty with Great Britain in 


which he says: 
Negotiations for a treaty of general 
arbitration for all differences between 
Great Britain and the United States are 
far advanced, and promise to reach a 
succesiul consummation at an early 
data 
There is somewhat a surprise in the 


carefully worded defense of the Wilson 


bill, a measure which only recently he 
vigorously denounced as a measure of 


perfidy and dishonor. 
He urges that 
the Wilson bill will provide sufficient 


revenue if let alone, but fails to note 


the pertinent fact that although the 
bill has been in operation more than 


two years there is still a deficit to report 


at the close of every m onth and that 
the Wilson bill itself is in large measure 
responsible for this deficit. 
No law 
which closes American factories throw 


ing American laborers out of employ­ 


m ent can be a success even as a revenue 


measure for it outs off just to that ex 
tent 
the purchasing power of the 
American 
people, 
curtailing 
their 


ability to supply even the necessaries of 
life. 
His labored 
argum ent on this 
point is all on the supposition that the 
revenues from the 
Wilson tariff are 
paying the expenses of the government. 
His argum ent concerning the surplus 


seems puerile when we consider that 
during this adm inistration bonds have 
been 
issued and $36,OOO,(KH) 
more 


money has been borrowed than there 


is now surplus and gold reserve in the 


treasury. 
The idea that the govern 
m ent continue with a revenue law that 


fails to meet the expenditures of the 
government and that this deficit must 
be made up by renewed borrowing of 


money does not appeal very strongly to 
the 
common sense of the average 


American, 
The President urges the withd rawal 
of the greenbacks from circulation and: 


his discussion of the financial condition 
of the country will be read with interest 
in the light of the recent campaign. 
Other parts of the message will be 
read with interest because the people 
have been discussing with lively concern 
the subjects touched by the president 
and in spite of his accustomed effort to 
befog his statem ents beneath a mass of 


verbiage. 


The tin-horn has become too much of

Such occasion al resu lts fall far short 
of

charged to the a cco u n t of trusts and 
m onopolies. 
T heir tend* acy is to crush

hinder or prevent the free use of h u ­ 
m an fa cu lties and the full develop m en t 
of hum an ch aracter.

Influx of Statesm en at the H otels—Mark 
Hanna the Central Figure. 
That Sunday w as the eve of a new 
session of congress w as apparent in the 
W ashington hotels, which are alw ays 
barom eters of political activity under 
the dome. 
Senators and m em bers com ­ 
ing to the city by every train, rein­ 
forced by the attach es and lookers-on 
of congress, w'ere drifting into the lo b ­ 
bies, greeting one another like school 
boys after a vacation w ith much hand 
shaking, 
with 
rem iniscences 
of 
the 
cam paign and m any explanations of 
how' their re-elections or defeat* had 
been brought about. 
There was com ­ 
paratively sm all interest in the work of 
the com ing congress Itself apart from 
the president’s m essage, but clouds of 
speculation were afloat dealing with 
the policies of the new adm inistration 
to be inaugurated on the 4th of March, 
and w ith the personnel of the cabinet, 
It w as unanim ously conceded that 
the Republican program m e w as to ig ­ 
nore the D ingley tariff hill and to sum ­ 
mon an extra session of congress tot 
the 15th of March, for the purpose of 
passing a new tariff m easure. 
Curios­ 
ity w as expressed over w hat reference 
if any President Cleveland m ight make 
to tim issues and the result of the pres­ 
idential cam paign, and particularly az 
to his policy upon the Cuban question. 
The central figure of the night wa* 
M arcus A. Hanna, who Is looked upon 
here as the advance agent of the Mc­ 
K inley adm inistration, with a com m is­ 
sion to feel the pulse of congress and 
to com m unicate the policy of the pres­ 
ident-elect to the leaders. 
W hen H an­ 
na appeared in the Arlington lobby 
after hi* dinner, accom panied by H. 
C. Payne, of W isconsin, who is slated 
as a cabinet probability; C. J. Dawes, 
of Chicago, a m em ber of the R epubli­ 
can com m ittee, and General 
Horace 
Porter, the m arshal of th** inauguration 
parade, the party was surrounded by 
congressm en and other politicians who 
escorted them to H anna’s rooms. 
The 
Republican chairm an had l>een in visi­ 
ble during the day, trying to put aside 
politics for a Sunday, he explained, but 
throughout the evening he was beset 
by visitors. 
Some of the most conspicuous men 
about the hotel, most of w hom talked 
w ith H anna during the evening, were 
Senators 
Platt, of Connecticut, 
and 
A ldrich, of Rhode Island; Chairman 
Babcock and Vice Chairman Mercer, 
of the congressional 
cam paign com ­ 
m ittee; 
General Grosvenor, of Ohio; 
Congressmen Lacey (of Iow a), Gillett, 
M cC orm ack and W ilson (of New York), 
F oss, B elk n ap and L orlm er (of Illin o is); 
Chairman C annon, of the com m ittee of 
app rop riations of th* house, and 'Dea- 
con" 8. V. W hite, the New York finan­ 
cier w ho served a term in congree* and 
seldom fails to attend the opening of a 
session.
